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PARLIAMENTARY INTELLIGENCE, 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
Fripay, gameary 16. 

THIS day the Houfe was filled by as numerous 
an ailemblage of Members to appearance, as we have 
witneffed fince its meeting, and the. gallery was fil- 
led, even to an overflow, before twelve o’clock, oc- 
cafioned by elijpgeneral eagernefs to hear the Re- 
{trictions, propéfed to be laid by Mr Pict, as Mini- 
iter, upon his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, 
as Regent of thefe Realms. 

Corcuesrer Evection. 

Sir Robert Smyth, immediately on the arrival of 
the Chancellor of Exchequer, arofe with the Peti- 
tion of certain Burgefles of Colchetter, ftating the 
majority of legal votes on the part of Mr Tiernay, 
and praying the interference of Parliament, that 
they may no longer be deprived of their thare in the 
reprefentation. Sir Robert enforced the prayer of 
the Petition, by opferving, that as the Houfe had 


{ould certainly proceed to the length of hearing and 
deciding on Petitions. If they had imagined any 
want of power in themfelves to complete the Re- 
prefentation, the Speaker fhould, in the firft inftance, 
have iffued his Writ as in the time of a Recefs. 
He therefore moved, that the Petitiom ;may be 
brought up. 

Mr Dermpfier repeated his requeft, that the Hon. 
Baronet thould not prefs a queftion, te*the decifion 
of which the Houfe was, in his judgment, now ut- 
terly incompetent. ‘The argument came, he faid, 
to this fpeedy ifflue.—Thefe Petitions were ordered 
to be prefented within fourseen days after the com- 
mencement of the Seffion ; but he trufted that there 
would be found no perfon bold enough to fay, that 
the Seffions was now properly commenced. 

Mr Pitt tated another diltingtion. On other oc- 
cafions, the Petition when brought within due time, 
was received as a matter of courfe; when, as 
in the prefent inftance, the Hon. Baronet was dri- 
ven to the neceflity of moving for leave, ‘ that it 
fhould be brought up.” ‘This diltingtion, he faid, 
formed in itfélf a {trong argument; but as. there 
were other matters of the highelt importance before 
the Houfe, and this bufinefs might occafion much 
difcuilion, he fhould only move ‘that the debate 
on this fubjeét fhould be deferred to Monday next.’ 

Sir Robert Smyth affented to this delay, and the 
debate was accordingly adjourned.

On fuch aa occafion he held himfelf bound to fpeak 
in language the moft explicit, to {tate very fally the 
principles on which he acted, and as fairly the 
manner in which thofe principles bore upon the 
fubje& now under their confideration. 

‘The laft Report, he faid, which had been refer- 
red to the Committee, though not material in pro- 
portion to its bulk, ferved very fully to confirm him 
in the ideas, which he had before entertained, and 
on which he was before prepared to argue. It {poke 
precifely the fame language, refpecting his’ Meje- 
ity’s incapacity, the probability of his cure, and the 
uncertainty of the time in which that.cure might 
pollibly be effected. ‘The averaged recoveries in fis 
milar cafes were mentioned fo varioufly by the dif- 
ferent phyficians, as to extend from three months, 
year-and « tinlf; “atid ever to Ywo years. Bat 
to whatever duration this {pace was extended, the 
Commirtee had. in their contemplation, that they 
were confidering af expedients jor an interval. 
His Majefty may recover within. the fmalleft term 
propofed ; if he did not, the fact was open -to. be 
proved; and if the duration of his illnefs was pro- 
tracted, contrary to their hopes, the Houfe would 
then, no doubt, proceed to a fiza/ and permament 
fettlement of the fupreme authority. (This leading 
principle of his argument, Mr Pitt dwel on with 
much diffufenefs. He then proceeded to remark 
on the opinion which had been lately the fubje@ of 
argument, that the probabiliry of his Majefty’s re- 
covery diminifhed in an exact proportion with the 
duration of his diforder. ‘The contrary of this opi- 
nion, which had fo wounded their general feelings, 
was now, fo far ag profefiional opinions could go, 
reduced to a certainty, as it appeared from tee exa- 
mination of all the phyficians, that their hopes of a 
recovery were now not lefs favourable than they 
were a month fince. He admitted that there was an 
effential difference between thofe opinions, but faid, 
that in proportion to their knowledge of the malady 
of the habits of their illuttrious patient, and of his 
fymptoms and affections at prefent, their opinion of 
his cafe was proportionally more , favouyable.— 
With this view, he entered into a difeuffion of the 
opinions of Dr Warren and Sir George Baker, con- 
trafted with thofe of Dr Reynolds, Sir Lucas Pe- 
pys, agd Dr Willis., On the character of the lat 
mentioned gentleman, he dwelt with particular ener- 
gy- His {kill and probity, he faid,. were abfolutely 
unequalled, and though dwelling fo near the cit 
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low intrigue! (A loud cry of Hear! 
Hear! came from both fides of the Houfe on this re 
mark.) Mr Pitt faid, that thofe perfons who had 
framed their queftions in the Committee with fuch 
peculiar ingenuity, would, no doubt, if they had 
difcovered any thing like contradiction in the an- 
fwers of the Reverend Doctor, be fufficiently ready 
to bring them forward on this occafion, until wheo, 
the emphatic call, which he had juit heard, had bet- 
ter been referved. 

He then proceeded to comment on extraneous bue 
finefs which had been brought before the Commit- 
tee, in fuch a manner, that being introduced ftep 
by ftep, it could by no poflible means be avoided, 
In confequence of the anfwers to queftions of this 
nature, a fuppofition of undue influence had been 
made and raifed with much induftry abroad. But 
if this fubje@ was meaat to be introduced, he with- 
ed much to know whether it was to be as an atrack 
on all, or upon any of the phyficiaus ; or as an en- 
quiry into the propriety of the tranfaction, —whether 
it was meant to difeufs the credit due to one of the 
medical gentlemen, or to Jay a charge again{t a per- 
fonage who had long been in poffeilion not only of 
the homage, but of the affections of the people, 
The latter, he trufted, could not be in the intea- 
tion of any perfon. That the high, Perfonage, who 
for near thirty years had diltinguithed herfelf by 
her conjugal attachment, and fpotlefs forbearance, 
fhould now be attacked, in the moment of dome- 
{tic calamity, would be a flight of malignance be- 
yond his;utmoft ideas. But if it was meant to im- 
peach the credit of any phyfician, he could produce 
the opinion of Dr Warren himfelf, in favour of the 
conduct of the high Perfonage alluded to. That 
gentleman had faid “ that there undoubredly appear- 
ed fome figns of amendment, but that he had been 
fa often deceived by thefe, that he did not think it 
properto make them a ground for his reliance.” 
This was merely a matter of medical opinion, and 
may polibl, be wrong ; it was not therefore itrange, 
if xa-medical people, and among, them the Perfon- 
age before-mentioned, whofe hopes and whofe an- 
guith were equally alive, fhould interpret thom more 
favourably, and a@ in confequence of che immediate 
impulfe. 

He then paffed from this vindication to a_ftare- 
ment. of the bufinefsbefore the Committee. It was 
their duty,, he faid, to,which they flood bound: by 
their own. refolutions, to provide a temporary reme- 
dy, which may prevent, for the aeceflary time, the 
evils which might otherwife refult, from the inter- 
raption of the perfonal exercife of the Royal Au- 
thority, They were atthe fame time to take care, 
that in providing the remedy, they fhould not_pafs 
beyond the neceflity ; they were towiew with an e- 

ual eye, the two objeéts before them; to provide 
a fubftitute fufficient to act during the prefent necef- 
fity, and guard againft any abofe of that power 
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were in fine to confider, that they were now ap- 
pointing a Regent, not placing a King upon the 
Throne !—"T'hey were to refled, that it was got a 
Maxim new to reafon nor to experience; that the 
powers of the perfon delegated theuld not be made 
equal with thofe of -his principal ! 

In proof of thofe pofitions, and to thew that thert 
exifted no right in the Prince to claim, what in tha, 
cafe he confeffed it would be lefs decent to limif 
Mr Pitt entered at length on the confideration. ot 
the various precedents of Regencies, either in cafe 
of infancy or abfence, with the Regency bills both 
of George II. and of the prefent reigs, and from 
each of thofe his dedaétion was meant to prove the 
pee of ere, es power! He'dweit at large 
on the Regency bi i i

He thought 
it right that the Priace Regent thould unqueftion- 
ably be indulged with the choice of his polit'cab fers 
vants. Fie {poke without any prejudice on this 
head, and he fhould therefore with to give all. power 
to the Regent, which was confiftent with the dige 
nity of their Sovereign in his prefentfixuation, He 
fuould give all that was neceffary for rhe prefent 
fafety of the country, and he thould witt.!roid no* 
thing, but what might poumpy tar oc iy 
their withes of giving back the fupreme authority 
whole and un-impaired, whenever it pleafed heaven 
to grant the recovery of the Sovereign ! 

Mr Pitt then proceeded feverally to ftate his Res 
folutions. The firft of thefe was in fabftance, “ that 
the Royal Authority thould be given to his “Royal 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales, refiding in thefe res 
alms, to be exercifed for and in behalf of his father, 
under the title of Prince Regeut, and fubjeét only 
to the limitations which followed.” 

The fecond Refolution, containing the firft Ree 
ftriétion, was, “* That his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince Regent fhould not raife any perfon to the 
rank and dignity of the Peerage, fave only thofe of 
the Royal Iffue of his Majefty, arrived to the fall 
a ‘Tas FRE fads of Ampohing Was Fes 
ftriétion, was to obviate th® fatiire @ithenitiesfo the 
executive Government on his Majefty’s recovery, if 
fuch a privilege were allowed. Nor wonld this re- 
ftri@tion, he trufted, be found irreconcilable under 
the prefent circumftances. The caufes of this pri. 
vilege being velted in the Crown were tArce ;—the 
firft was, thatas the fountain of honour, it may iffve 
this reward to high and diltinguifhed merit ;—the 
fecond was, that as property and thé influence which 
accompanicd it, were fluctuating, and as the dignity 
of the Peerage wonld be loft, if that power was fap- 
pofed to exilt eliewhere, it was neceifary that itjfhogld * 
be infufed in the Peerage gradually as it arofé s;—- 
the ¢4ird was, that it placed a ttrong check in the 
hands of the Crown, and this was one of the checks 
againtt oligarchy, as-othere- lesifi the 
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conititation againft a peve monarchy, and an wmpeii- 
riows democracy.——Not one of thofe reafons, he faid 

could operate againft the prefent reftricion.—tf 
there were thofe who on the fyft ground hoped for 

the reward of their merits, it-woald furely not be 
long to wait oncl the Sovereign had recovered, or 
until his recovery were more removed from expedta- 
tion.—With refpea to the “cond caufe, the fleSua- 
tion of property, if thefe, he faid, who were under- 
{tood'to be rhe advifers of the Regent, coold even 
contradict all their own prefages concerning the re- 
venue and commerce of thefe kingdoms, it did nce 
therefore follow, that fuch a change was to take 
place either in the landed or commercial inte: cfts, as 
to make a fpeedy creation recuilite within the limits 
of the propofed delav !

He did not know whether 
a King’s bofom was the true afylum for perfected 
trath, Of this, however, he was certain, that if 
plain dealing was difcoverable in none of the,com- 
mon tranfactions of the world, it ought to be mani- 
felt in the proceedings of a Britith Parliament. If, 
inftead of plain dealing and a direét courfe, refort 
was: had to itratagem and curve ; if, inflead of a 
clear expofition of the true meaning of every act, it 
was ftadioufly d:fyuifed till the proper time. came 
for declaring its original and genuine tendency ; if 
Jegiflation was to be condudted by legerdemain, there 
was an end to the ule and to the benefit of a Par- 
liament. Why not, inftead of this fubtile and cir- 
cuitous attack, boldly and manfully addrefs the Re- 
gent; and, if it were neceflury to abridge his au- 
thority, abridge it by legal, and at leait not difho- 
nourable means. 

He had never till this day heard the true and pre- 
cife reafons for calling up perfons to the Peerage. —

This promife, 
taken in its extent, was not of much value; bat he 
unfortunately had to oppofe to his belief of ita fea- 
fonable recolleétion of the Right Hon. Gentleman’s 
words on a former oceafien: * He would crect no 
fortrefs. from: which to annoy the adminittration of 
the national affairs.” 

How truly he had kept that promife they muft 
all remembers How different, and how much 
more intelligible, was the conduct of his Hon, 
Fricad++he declared in his turn, that he would e- 
re& a fortrefs—that not confiding in his Majeity’s 
Minifters, he would watch and annoy them.

and all would tie innocent and harmlefs,fo they pre- 
ferved the old tapeltry, the Jooking-glafs and trap- 

pings of an old drawing-room, on which, in their 

infulting conception, the laddlord fer a higher valas 

than all the reft. Such was the degrading language 

which they held of their Sovereign. ‘They did not 

imagine of him, that on his recovery, if the happy 

event fhould take place, he would cagerly enquire 

what treatmeat they had held to his fon?

The Specker confeifed, after the partiality the

Gentleman (Mr Pitt) the Houfes acted conftita- 
tionaliy, and, according to him, acted under the 
calls of neceflity, but without ever acknowledging 
any right in the perfons whom they thought the bett 
entitled to the eleétion in fimilar cafes. ~The

The Speaker, after combating with much legal 
and conttitutional doctrine, the arguments on the 
oppofite fide, concluded with declaring, he would 
give his hearty negative to the amendment. 

Mr Welbere Ellis infilted, that a greater queftion 
was never agitated within the walls of the Houfe, 
than that at prefent before it.

If any vifita- 
tion fell on the King, by which he was incapuljie> 
of exercifing thofe powers, Parliament was called 
on to reltore thofe powers, as far as the neceflity of 
the cafe required, and the powers of the Crown, ‘to 
which the people are entitled, as {pringing. orginal- 
ly from them, in cafe of incapacity in the King, 
could not be withheld. Rewards, emoluments, 
and honours, he obferved, are the principal! inftra- 
ments of government; for merits called out in ac- 
tion, fhould meet a fuitable reward; but if you 
{top the fource of royal munificence, and deprive 
the Prince of this pait of his prerogative, you then, 
indeed 

“ Place a barren fceptre in his gripe.” 

Tt was a wife maxim, he faid, which mentions 
that the ** Aing can do no wrong,’ and as long as 
that principle was admitted, he faw no dicad of 
thofe abufes being commiited by the Prince, which 
had been infinuated. 

With regard to Peerages, he could not fee on the 
recovery of his Majelty, how he could be embar- 
raffed to find a few defiwving and loyal fubjects rat- 
fed to the dignity of the peerage ; and he confetied 
that he faw no colour for any of the Right Hon. 
Geatleman’s rettrictions, except that which went to 
the limitation of. granting reveifions, which might 
harrafgs his Majelty in cafe of recovery. Iie 
would therefore vote for his Hon. Friend’s a- 
mendment. 

Colonel Fu/larton infifted, that if the powers of 
the Sovercign in his prefent lamentable fituatian, 
were to be withheld from the Prince, and that the 
Right Hen, Gentleman argued in favour of their 
remaining unoccupied and unproductive, he would

He 
quoted Montefquica in favour of his propoficion, 
who afferts, that “ the cofftitution of England is 
that initane in imminent dangers when the legiflative 
power is {uffered rofviolate the eXecutive.” He next 
alluded to the cafe af Charles vi. of France, whofe 
hiltory he recommended the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man to recollect. There he would find the Queen 
gf that unhappy monarch ander the istluence of a 
‘Hancellor and Kis party, who were afraid they 
would lofe their firaations, if they did not prevail 
on her to combine in their artifices and intrigues a- 
gaint her fon. They were fuccefsful in their vil- 
lanies, and they prevailed on the weak woman un- 
naturally to combine againft the Prince ; and for the 
purpofe of depriving him of his rights, the Great 
Seal of Charles the Sixth was put to an inftrament 
by the Chancellor for that purpofes The Prince 
beinig of courfe driven from his kingdom, and {trip 
of all his powers by a wicked faétion, had at length 
the good fortune of refcuing it, and under the cha- 
raster of Charles the Victorious, was afterwards the 
comfort and adoration of his people. Colonel Ful- 
larton excufed himfelf for introducigg any thing fo 
unpopular as foreign hiftory, but could nor refit ins 
troducing a precedent amid the rage for rarfacking 
old books, to prove what can never be jultified a- 
gaint the Heir Apparent. He would give there- 
fore his hearty faffrage for the amendment.
